May it please your Excellency, 

I have the honour to submit this, the Ninth Annual Report, in pursuance of 
the provisions of the Habitual Drunkards Act, 1879, and the Inebriates Act, 1898. 


Certified Inebriate Reformatories. 

No change has taken place in the Certified Reformatory (St, Patrick’s) at 
Waterford for Roman Catholic males, which is still carried on in the unsuitable 
building described in previous Reports. The necessity for obtaining better and 
more commodious premises has, therefore, again been urged on the Religious Com- 
munity by which it is managed. 

At the beginning of the year there were 39 patients on the Register of the 
institution, including 16 cases out on licence, and 3 patients who had absconded. 
During the year 19 new cases were admitted, and 21 were discharged, leaving 37 
on the Register, including one of the absconded cases, one case in prison, and 9 
cases out on licence, so that there were 26 actually in residence at the end of the 
year 1912. 

The Certified Reformatory at Wexford (St. Brigid’s) for Roman Catholic 
females continues to be admirably managed, and at each visit during the year was 
found clean and well kept, and the patients were evidently receiving kind and 
judicious treatment. 

The number of inmates has increased, the figures for the year 1912 showing an 
advance on those for 1911. 

At the beginning of 1912 there were 40 patients on the Register of the insti- 
tution, including one out on licence, and another in prison, who was since re- 
admitted on the expiration of her sentence. During the year 29 were admitted, 
15 were discharged, one was transferred to the Ennis State Reformatory, and one 
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was transferred to the Enniscorthy District Lunatic Asylum, leaving 52 on the 
Register at the end of the year, including six cases out on licence, so that there were 
46 in residence on the 31st December. 

The statistics relative to these Reformatories will be found in Appendix A, 
and the average cost of maintenance per patient in each during the year is shown 
in Appendix B. 


Inebriate Retreat. 

The condition of The Lodge Retreat, Belfast, was on the whole very satisfactory 
during the year, although, on the occasion of a visit paid in December, it did not 
seem to be quite as well kept as it had been at every previous visit. 

I regret to record the resignation of Mrs. M'Alery, who acted as Honorary 
Secretary of the institution since its establishment, and to whose devotion to the 
welfare of the inmates, and attention to every detail of administration, the success 
which has hitherto attended the working of the Retreat has been to a great extent 
due. The Managing Committee have appointed Mrs. Mayrs as her successor. 

The number for which the Retreat is now licensed is 24, and an increase has 
again taken place in the numbers under treatment. At the beginning of 1912 there 
were 11 patients on the Register of the Institution. During the year 17 were 
admitted, and 13 were discharged — leaving 15 in residence on the 31st December. 

Eleven of the discharges took place in due course, on the expiration of the terms 
for which the patients had agreed to remain; and 2 were discharged owing to illness 
necessitating special medical treatment. 

Particulars relative to The Retreat and its inmates are given in Tabular form 
in Appendix C.
